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REMARKS 

Initially, applicants note that the current Advisory Action appears to contain erroneous 
comments. Specifically, item 1 1 states that the request for reconsideration does not place the 
application in a condition for allowance because of "rejections and clear reasons as already of 
record." Applicants respectfully note that applicants' previous amendments to claim 12 were never 
examined on the merits, as previously noted. The amendments lead to an initial restriction of claims 
12, 14 and 21, which the Examiner agreed to withdraw during an interview with applicants' 
representative. 

Accordingly, there are no "rejections or clear reasons" of record with regard to claim 12. 
Consequently, claim 12, which recites "providing a ground ring on an inside of the cavity, the 
ground ring comprising, a first ground ring portion, accessible from the first surface of the substrate, 
a second ground ring portion, accessible from the second surface of the substrate, and a ground ring 
trace portion, to electrically connect the first ground ring portion to the second ground ring portion," 
is allowable. 

Claim 21 recites features substantially similar to those of claim 12 and is therefore allowable 
for at least the same reasons as claim 12. Claims 14-19 depend from claim 12 and are allowable 
due at least to their respective dependencies. 

Applicants solicit an early action allowing the claims. 

In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is believed to 
be in immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
withdraw the outstanding rejection of the claims and to pass this application to issue. If it is 
determined that a telephone conference would expedite the prosecution of this application, the 
Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at the number given below.
